preached from the pulpits of our Church should in the least be modified or 
diluted in the Sunday School. Hence, we recommend the continued use of 
our literature andl Sunday School books. 

It is also evident that our churches should awake to a d and livelier 
interest upon this subject than ever before, else much may be lost to us by our 
neglect, and, perhaps, fall to other denominations. A heavy responsibility 
Tests upon every member to do his whole duty in this respect.” The old adage

Your Committee on Orphan's Home report, That this institution was establish- 
ed by our State Convention, for the pu of providing a home for the poor and 
helpless children of our deceased Confederate soldiers. Its object is not only to 
save these orphans from hunger, want and abject poverty—gurround them with 
the comforts of life—but also to educate them mentally, morally and reigony. 
that they may go out in the world men and women of high respectability— 
useful as citizens, and ornaments to society. In the accomplishment of these 
ends, it must needs be sustained. There are now, we belive, about two bun- 
dred children at the Home, and many more have been refused for want of 
means to support them. The smaller children attend schodl constantly ; those 
old enough work and attend school alternately. Each boy is taught a trade, 
and each girl made familiar with household affairs and the practical duties of 
life, Its history, from its commencement, isa story of hardships and struggles, 
and it was thought to be a hopeless failure. It is now more bright and prosper- 
ous. It appeals to us, as Southern citizens, to contribute tq the support of these 
helples ones, whose fathers lost their lives fighting their country’s battles, To- 
day their bones lie bleaching on many a battle nd, and/these are their chil- 
dren. The Home appeals to us as Baptists, to a helping hand. It is our 
institution—founded by us—then ought we not to sustain it—thereby reflect: 
credit on us as a denomination, and at the same time accomplishing great 
We would urge, then, that the Home is worthy of a liberalishare of our contri- 
butions for benevolent purposes.
